pressive Memorial to Boys
Who Fell Overseas

THEIR SON WAS KILLED

Rix weeks ago the 8Samnel F, Houston
family quietly dedicated n small way-
side shrine on one of ‘i‘m publie roads
of their estate, 1t wns erected to the
momory of the boys of Chestnut Fll
who made the gupreme encrifice in the
grent war.

The Ttev. Wopd Stewart, rector of
8t. Martin in the Field, rnnf{uﬂﬂl the
ceremony which was attended only by
members of the Houston and Woodward
families and n few close feiends,

Threr davs after the services, the
entire family left for Europe to vieit
the grave of Lieutenant Henry Howard
Houston, My, Houston’s only son, who
wax killed by a shell fragment when rid-
ing in n staff ear in the Marne sector
in Augnst, 1018,

His cousin, Henry fI. Wocdward, a
member of the Lafayette Eseadrille,
was shot down behind the German line
n month later and no trace of his body
has ever hdon found.

The monument which was designed by
Arthur Brockie, 18 inspteing in its sim-
Ellr‘i!,t'. It is composed of a small
ronge figure of Christ erucified with a
bareheaded eoldier at the bawe of the
erogs in an attitude of devation., These
figures are inclosed in a granite cover-
ing which is mounted on a pedestal
bearing nn inseription to the memory of
all men who died in the struggle,

Niounis Milione, an Italinn, was the
senlptor and he has embodied a wealth
of feeling in the two figures of sacrifice,

The shrine is erected close to the road
among wild brush and towering frees,
A small brook flows at the rear and a
great sense of quict and nature pervade,
